Last Friday morning the people of' 
Springfield and Washington county were 
shocked to hear of the death of one of 
our leading citizens, Mr. Matt Wycoff, 
who expired at 1 o'clock Friday morn¬ 
ing. Although Mr. Wycoff had been 
suffering for some time from a compli¬ 
cation of diseases his friends had hopes 
that he would recover. Mr. Wycoff 
was about torty five years of age and 
had spent all his life in this county. 
Mr. Wycoff was for several years en¬ 
gaged in business in Springfield, being 
connected with the firm of W. H. Leach- 
man ft Co. While serving in this capa¬ 
city he made many friends by his hon¬ 
esty. and sterling integrity. After 
leaving town he moved to his old home 
town, Mackyille. where he engaged in 
the mercantile business for some years, 
afterwards taking up farming and 
stock raising. About a month ago Mr. 
Wycoff removed his family to town 
in order that he might educate his 
children in the Graded School. 

Mr. Wycoff was buried at Pleasant

The Board of Control heard with j 
much interest a statement of the plans 
of the Washington County Warehouse 
Company, and Hon. W. C. McChord 
was appointed to draft these plans and 
send them to every county in th* Bur¬ 
ley District. It is certain that other 
counties will immediately begin prepar¬ 
ations to build warehouses, and will 
adopt the methods as suggested by Mr. 
McChord and successfully carried out 
in Washington county.

Hon. W. C. McChord, of this place, 
was elected Chief Attorney for the 
Burley Branch of the American Society 
of Equity.

The Rural New Yorker is bold 
enough to state that there is no long 
er any doubt that injury haB been 
done to apple trees and fruit by 
spraying with Bordeaux mixture 
This Injury. It declares, has been ob¬ 
served since 1894. but has been grow¬ 
ing steadily worse, especially In damp 
sections. The apples scalded by Bor¬ 
deaux look as if attacked by some 
fungous disease. It is different from 
the effect of frost or the scalding 
from Paris green or arsenic. The 
trouble Is so Berious that the scien¬ 
tific men have begun elaborate ex¬ 
periments in search of a remedy. 
At the Geneva station these experi¬ 
ments were started on the theory that 
the trouble Is worst in damp weather, 
and that too much copper is used in 
making Bordeaux. Results seem to 
demonstrate these conclusions, as we 
see In the reports of fruit growers. 
Growers have simply used too much 
of a good thing. The formulas for 
Bordeaux mixture were worked out 
when spraying was largely doue by 
hand. The modern power sprayers 
and improved nozzles are more ef¬ 
fective. and this very improvement in 
the spray leaves too much copper ou 
the tree. All that can be safely 
recommended at present is to spray 
| in'dry weather If |«>ssible. and use 
less copper The New York station 
I will use next year three pounds of 
copper and four |>ouuds or mors of 
^ lime in 50 gallons of water.

Frankfort. Ky.—State Inspector Hen¬ 
ry B. Hines has "checked up" th*' 
auditor's and treasurer's records for 
the six months ending December 41. 
and found the books, warrants, check* 
and vouchers tallied to a dot. with a 
balance In the treasury of $1,486,916.41. 
Of this amount $626,685.55 Is In the 
sinking fund. $184.811.76 in general 
expenditure fund and $676.119.16 In 
the school fund. The revenue law en 
acted last year requires that every 
"domestic and foreign corporation 
shall pay an annual license tax of SO 
cents on each $1,000 of that part of Its 
authorized capital stock represented 
by property owned and business trans¬ 
acted in this state.” The secretary of 
state Is now making out a list of all 
the corporations shown by records of 
his office, which he will turn over to 
the auditor, who In turn Is now notl 
fylng and sending blank reports to the 
corporations. These blank reports 
must be filled out and returned to the i 
auditor by February 1. Approximately 
there are about 10.000 corporations do 
ing business In Kentucky.
